the orgunmition of other committees. 


Today they went down under tho

Senator Blackburn and other freo

They state that, if Limy could have forced 
nominations yctjtorday, their man would 
liavo had 000 votes instead of leas than 
4300, find admit that they woro nervous 
all day. While Hard. n held tho silver 
vute almo-ft oolid, the Olny men could 
Jiot get nil the "sound money" mon 
away from him because of hia consider- 
ation for tho minority organization of 
tho convention and of bin unusually 
strong personal following. 


The silver men, as a rule, are feeling 


good tonight over Hardin's nomination, 
though B luck burn and aome other sliver 
.leaders feel that HariHa did not stand 
by thorn and refer to tho inconsistent 
position in which ho now Hilda himself 
on an administration platform. Toniuht 
Senator Blackburn said : "I do not feel 
sore, nor liuve I any heartburns. I real* 
ize, however, that it Is impoaeihlo to win 
a fight against a combination of money 
and federal patronage."

The first general 
meetings of tlio congress will take place 
on July Istnml'tBd, and the ii rat ban- 
quet (the miinter 61 delegates assembled 
beini; so great 'that two banquets are 
necsseury) will fa given by the Railway 
Company's Aesoaiation at the Imperial 
Institute on July gd, to bB followed by a 
second banquet 'given by the same asso- 
ciation on July; 4th. Tho American 
delegates will sitehd tho later banquet. 


On July 3d, ikh, 6th and 6th there 


will be meetings of tho congress, nnd 
during the nfl-rnbon of July 7th dele- 
gates will be icceivcd by thu Queen at 
Windsor castle, her Majesty, however, 
desiring that only the leading members 
of tho congress H> introduced to her, but 
all others with tluiir families will he freo 
to roam about thu eistlu and its groves. 
On Monday, July ijtn, tho Hallway Coru- 
puny'ij Association will give a banquet 
At tho Crystal j>aliieo, and tho meetings 
will close on July 9th, to bo followed by 
moro excursions mid an inspectiou of 
thu famous Frith of Keith bridge.

Koboloff has a remarkable history. In 


189S ho arrived with niiio otliur Hiis- 
siang on tho whaler Capo Horn I'l^otm. 
Koboloff and his companions had es- 
caped from tho notorious Kussian prison 
on Saghalien island, off the coast of Si- 
beria. They put to sea in a small boat, 
and after floating nbotit for days and 
undergoing incredible hardships, wero 
licked up by a whaler in tbe North 
Pacific and were brought to San Fran- 
cisco. All of tlio men had committed 
crimes in Kussia, and for a time it 
ippeared as if Russia would demand 
,heir return. Nothing was done in tlio 
natter, and tho men wero allowed logo. 
They soon got into trouble, however. 
Two of them were caught entering a 
.muse for purposes of robbery, and wero 
Bent to the penitentiary. Others wero 
mealed in various parts of tbe state for 
committinK robberies.
